The natural but unfortunate effect of these
laws is to discourage the small investor from
buying real estate. Land is being more and
more foreed into the hands of speculators.
This i% a grave governmental error,
more the land ia divided up in ownership the
Letter for the eity, Tenement house officials
have said that tenements housing twenty-
four families were preferable to houses huilt
for three families. That is the attitude of
the Tenement House Department, and pre-
sumably of the administration, and it is det-
rimental to publie interest. It would be far
hetter for the eity if the twenty-four families
lived in eight houses owned by different eiti-
iens,

Another faet that should be taken inte
cerious consideration by eity officials is tha:
honds and other forms of investment have
declined to a point where their yield is so
high that they compete with real estate to
u greater extent than ever before.

The city is not deriving the increased land
values from the new $350,000,000 subways
that would have resulted under safe and cane
conditions. The reason is that the bad ef-
feets of the overregulation of real esthte
hinve offsst the good effect of increased trans
portation facilitied,

This overregulation, which has such a
crushing effect on taxable real estate values
to # lurge extent unnecessary. This
statement is based upon & report made to the
Smithsoniun Institution at Washington, on
hygiens and sanitation by Dr. 8 Weir
Mitchell, John 8. Billings and J. H. Bergyi
also upon u report of Dr. Leonard Hill, of
London, who is the leading pathologist of
Gireat Britain,

If Muyor Mitehsl wants te improve the
eity's financial condition he can do so by tak-
ing the ndministration of regulatory laws
out of the hands of socialists and placing
businesa men in charge, with instructions to
demand nothing from owners that is not
clearly essential for the protection of public
henlth, morals and safety, |

This subject is of such supreme importance
that it is to be hoped such influential organi-
zations us the Chamber of Commerce, Mer-
chunts' Assoeiation, New York Board of
Trade wsnd Transportation, Manufacturers’
Association, real estate boards aund taxpay-
ors' wesocintiona will give it their earnest
consideration and unite in demanding & re-
turn to safe and sane governmental policies.
